The only method I am aware of sowing the seed of the Word of God into your life, 
of allowing the Holy Spirit to fuse it into your spirit, is by meditation and prayerful 
reflection. By meditation, I do not mean that you allow your mind to become blank, 
that you become vacant and stare off without purpose into outer space. Rather, 
meditation is simply thinking, reflecting, pawing over the word, musing.

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Chapter 1 . Introduction 


Acts 3:19-21 Repent ye therefore, and be converted, that your sins may be blotted 
out, when the times of refreshing shall come from of refreshing shall come from the 
presence of the Lord; and he shall send Jesus Christ, which before was preached 
unto you: Whom the heaven must receive until the times of restitution of all things, 
which God hath spoken by the mouth of all his holy prophets since the world 
beggn. 

Jesus Christ must be restrained in heaven, irrespective of the desire He has to return 
to this earth, until the times of restoration of all things which God has spoken by 
the mouth of all his prophets since the world beggn. 

The qualification is not the restoration of all things. If this were so, then even the 
devil would be restored to his former position. This teaching, very prevalent in 
certain parts of Canada, is known as ultimate reconciliation, and features 
prominently with its twin brother, evolution, and its young sibling, eternal security, 
or once saved, always saved. 

God has spoken by the mouth of his prophets: he has done so since the world 
began. Here is an invitation to search diligently all that the prophets have written, 
and where indicated, earnestly seek God for its restoration to the church. 

Matthew 17:10-13 And his disciples asked him, saying, Why then say the scribes 
that Elijah must first come? And Jesus answered and said unto them, Elijah truly 
shall first come, and restore all things. But I say unto you, That Elijah is come 
already, and they knew him not, but have done unto him whatsoever they listed. 
Likewise shall also the Son of man suffer of them. Then the disciples understood 
that he spake to them of John the Baptist. 

The Spirit of Elijah is the Spirit of Restoration! 

Isaiah 42:22 But this is a people robbed and spoiled; they are all of them snared in 
holes, and they are hid in prison houses: they are for a prey, and none delivereth; for 
a spoil, and none saith, Restore. 

God says, none saith restore! 

We pray for God to execute a variety of actions; we ask Him to grant the desires of 



our hearts; we ask Him to send Jesus quickly: but we never ask Him to restore His 
church to former glory ! 

We sing, Arise, shine, for thy light is come, when we should be singing, Arise, shine 
for 4/7ths of thy light is come! 

You see, there are three major restoration revivals yet to come to the church 
BEFORE Jesus will be allowed to return from heaven. And the glaring fact stands as 
a bastion in time, there has been no truth restored to the church since 1948! 

The teachings of the imminent coming of Christ and the verbal inspiration of the 
Scriptures stand violently opposed to each other. 

You can deny it, argue against it, fight it, refuse to believe it, even commission hell 
to stand in opposition to it, but there will be a restored, glorious church, clothed 
with the full light of the glory of God upon the earth prior to the second coming of 
the Lord Jesus Christ! 

Proverbs 4:18 But the path of the just is as the shining light, that shineth more and 
more unto the perfect day. 

The one obvious truth about light is that it is composed of seven colours! [Red, 
orange, yellow, green, blue, indigo, and violet.] Should just one colour be lacking, 
there can be no light. 

Darkness is the absence of all colours. Light is the presence of all colours. 

As surely as this is a natural truth, so is it a spiritual truth, for the spiritual follows 
the natural. 

1 Corinthians 15:46 Howbeit that was not first which is spiritual, but that which 
is natural; and afterward that which is sp iritual. 

The seven colours merging to manifest light are shown in the following texts: 

Hebrews 6:1,2 Therefore leaving the principles of the doctrine of Christ, let us go 
on to perfection; not laying again the foundation of repentance from dead works, 
and of faith toward God, Of the doctrine of baptisms, and of the laying on of hands, 
and of resurrection of the dead, and of eternal judgment. 

The 22 distinctive truths restored to the church in 1948, have never been 
superseded. 



The fifth colour, is resurrection of the dead. 

The sixth colour is eternal judgment. 

The seventh colour is perfection, (completeness, maturity, finished, come to an 
end).

Joel 3:9-15 Proclaim ye this among the Gentiles: Prepare war, wake up the mighty 
men, let all the men of war draw near; let them come up: Beat your plowshares into 
swords, and your pruning hooks into spears: let the weak say, I am strong. 
Assemble yourselves and come, all ye heathen, and gather yourselves round about: 
thither cause the mighty ones to come down, O Lord. Let the heathen be wakened, 
and come up to the valley of Jehosophat: for there will I sit to judge all the heathen 
round about. Put ye in the sickle, for the harvest is ripe: come, get you down; for 
the press is full, the fats overflow; for their wickedness is great. Multitudes, 
multitudes in the valley of decision: for the day of the Lord is near in the valley of 
decision.

Joel 2:28-32 And it shall come to pass afterward, that I will pour out my spirit 
upon all flesh; and your sons and your daughters shall prophesy, and your old men 
shall dream dreams, and your young men shall see visions: And upon the servants 
and upon the handmaids in those days will I pour out my spirit.

Will There Be a Restored Temple? 

The three major dwelling places of God on the earth are the Tabernacle of Moses, 
the Temple of Solomon and the Church of the Lord Jesus Christ. 



The former two have served their purpose and have accordingly been laid aside. The 
third is extant and will yet prove to be the greatest of the three. 

Each succeeding structure was designed the house the glory of God. 

1 Corinthians 6:19 What? know ye not that your body is the temple of the Holy 
Ghost which is in you, which ye have of God, and ye are not your own? 

When Jesus Christ died on the cross of Calvary, the veil in the temple was rent, 
thus exposing the Most Holy Place in the temple for the very first time. 

Matthew 23:38 Behold, your house is left unto you desolate. 

Desolate means bereft of the presence of God. God had forsaken the temple. God 
had destroyed the temple. 

Now, should God rebuild this temple and reinstate animal sacrifices in lieu of the 
blood of His only Son, he would become a transgressor! God is NOT a transgressor. 

Galatians 2:18 For if I build again the things which I destroyed, I make myself a 
transgressor. 

Matthew 27:51 And, behold, the veil in the temple was rent in twain from the top 
to the bottom; and the earth did quake, and the rocks rent; 

It is said that the veil was a hand-breadth thick (six inches), was 60 feet high, and 
upon its rending, was sought to be repaired by the priests. 

You simply can-not repair what God has destroyed. You can -not rebuild what God 
has cursed. 

Acts 17:24 God that made the world and all things therein, seeing that he is Lord of 
heaven and earth, dwelleth not in temples made with hands. 

Jewish Mews 

Writing for the Mt Zion Reporter, in an article entitled, The Building of the Temple 
- Jewish Views, Rabbi Mordechai HaCohen, a Jewish born scholar and author of 
various books on Rabbinics, Jewish History and Holy Places, records, Only Jews 
who were free from any impurity could enter the Temple, and long and detailed 
instructions as to purification are given in the Bible. Nowadays, the exact laws of 
ritual contamination are virtually void, and almost everyone considered to be 
ritually tainted. So much for entry into the area. 



With respect to the reconstruction of the Temple and the resumption of the 
sacrificial services, the chief Rabbinate has chosen to forbid all action, on the 
grounds that halachic literature furnished no equivocal answer to those questions. 

But one thing emerges unmistakably. Although there are Jews who favour the 
rebuilding of the Temple and the resumption of the sacrifices at once, that is not 
likely to be the course of any Jewish action in the for-seeable future. 

Isaiah 66:3 He that killeth an ox as if he slew a man; he that sacrificeth a lamb, as if 
he cut off a dog's neck; he that offereth an oblation, as if he offered swine's blood; he 
that bumeth incense, as if he blessed an idol. Yea, they have chosen their own ways, 
and their souls delight eth in their abominations. 

Should a physical building be built in Jerusalem, God will certainly have nothing to 
do with it. The resumption of animal sacrifices is unthinkable. God turn His back on 
the blood of His own Son? The thought is absolutely repulsive. It is destable. It is 
an abomination! 

The Tabernacle of David 

Acts 15:15-17 And to this agree the words of the prophets; as it is written. After 
this I will return, and will build again the tabernacle of David, which is fallen down; 
and I will build again the ruins thereof, and I will set it up : That the residue of men 
might seek after the Lord, and all the Gentiles, upon whom my name is called, saith 
the Lord, who doeth these things. 

Amos 9:11-13 In that day will I raise up the tabernacle of David that is fallen, and 
close up the breaches thereof; and I will raise up his ruins, and I will build it as in 
the days of old: That they may possess the remnant of Edom, and all the heathen, 
which are called by my name, saith the Lord that doeth this. Behold, the days come, 
saith the Lord, that the plowman shall overtake the reaper, and the treader of grapes 
him that soweth seed; and the mountains shall drop sweet wine, and all the hills 
shall melt.

Origin of the Teaching 

A prophet from the U.S.A. prophesied the restoration of the Tabernacle of David at 
a conference of 1,000 people in Nelson, New Zealand, during Easter, 1965. 



The host pastor initiated a major research of the Scriptures related to this subject.

The 16 Miracles 

1. Warns King Ahab of Drought 

1 Kings 17:1 And Elijah the Tishbite, who was of the inhabitants of Gilead, said 
unto Ahab, As the Lord God of Israel liveth, before whom I stand, there shall not be 
dew nor rain these years, but according to my word. 



2. Fed by Ravens 


1 Kings 17:2-7 And the word of the Lord came unto him, saying, Get thee hence, 
and turn thee eastward, and hide thyself by the brook Cherith, that is before Jordan. 
And it shall be, that thou shalt drink of the brook; and I have commanded the ravens 
to feed thee there. So he went and did according to the word of the Lord; for he 
went and dwelt by the brook Cherith, that is before Jordan. And the ravens brought 
him bread and flesh in the morning, and bread and flesh in the evening and he drank 
of the brook. And it came to pass after a while that the brook dried up, because 
there had been no rain in the land. 

3. Multiplies Meal and Oil 

1 Kings 17:8-16 And the word of the Lord came unto him, saying, Arise, get thee 
to Zarephath, which belongeth to Zidon, and dwell there: behold, I have commanded 
a widow woman there to sustain thee. So he arose and went to Zarephath. And 
when he came to the gate of the city, behold, the widow woman was there gathering 
of sticks: and he called to her, and said, Fetch me, I pray thee, a little water in a 
vessel, that I may drink. And as she was going to fetch it, he called to her, and said, 
Bring me, I pray thee, a morsel of bread in thine hand. And she said, As the Lord 
thy God liveth, I have not a cake, but a handful of meal in a barrel, and a little oil in 
a cruse: and, behold, I am gathering two sticks, that I may go in and dress it for me 
and my son, that we may eat it and die. And Elijah said unto her, Fear not; go and 
do as thou hast said: but make me thereof a little cake first, and bring it unto me, and 
after make for thee and for thy son. For thus saith the Lord God of Israel, The 
barrel of meal shall not waste, neither shall the cruse of oil fail, until the day that the 
Lord sendeth rain upon the earth. And she went and did according to the saying of 
Elijah: and she, and he, and her house, did eat many days. And the barrel of meal 
wasted not, neither did the cruse of oil fail, according to the word of the Lord, which 
he spake by Elijah. 

4. Raises the Widow's Son from Death 

1 Kings 17-17-24 And it came to pass after these things, that the son of the 
woman, the mistress of the house, fell sick: and his sickness was so sore, that there 
was breath left in him. And she said unto Elijah, What have I to do with thee, 0 thou 
man of God? art thou come unto me to call my sins to remembrance, and to slay my 
son? And he said unto her, Give me thy son. And he took him out of her bosom, 
and carded him up into a loft, where he abode, and laid him upon his own bed. And 
he cried unto the Lord, and said, 0 Lord God, hast thou also brought evil upon the 



widow with whom I sojourn, by slaying her son? And he stretched himself upon 
the child three times, and cried unto the Lord, and said, 0 Lord my God, I pray thee, 
let this child's soul come into him again. And the Lord heard the voice of Elijah; and 
the soul of the child came into him again, and he revived. And Elijah took the child, 
and brought him down out of the chamber into the house, and delivered him unto his 
mother: and Elijah said, See, thy son liveth. And the woman said to Elijah, Now by 
this I know that thou art a man of God, and that the word of the Lord in thy mouth 
is truth. 

5. Fire from Heaven 

1 Kings 18:30-40 And Elijah said unto all the people, Come near unto me. And all 
the people came near unto him. And he repaired the altar of the Lord that was 
broken down. And Elijah took twelve stones, according to the number of the tribes 
of the sons of Jacob, unto whom the word of the Lord came, saying, Israel shall be 
thy name: And with the stones he built an altar in the name of the Lord: and he 
made a trench about the altar, as great as would contain two measures of seed. And 
he put the wood in order, and cut the bullock in pieces, and laid him on the wood, 
and said, Fill four barrels with water, and pour it on the burnt sacrifice, and on the 
wood. And he said, Do it the second time. And they did it the second time. And he 
said, Do it the third time. And they did it the third time. And the water ran round 
about the altar; and he filled the trench also with water. And it came to pass at the 
time of the offering of the evening sacrifice, that Elijah the prophet came near, and 
said, Lord God of Abraham, Isaac, and Israel, let it be known this day that thou art 
God in Israel, and that I am thy servant, and that I have done all these things at thy 
word. Hear me, O Lord, hear me, that this people may know that thou art the Lord 
God, and that thou hast turned their heart back again. Then the fire of the Lord fell, 
and consumed the burnt sacrifice, and the wood, and the stones, and the dust, and 
licked up the water that was in the trench. And when all the people saw it, they fell 
on their faces: and they said, The Lord, he is the God; the Lord, he is the God. And 
Elijah said unto them, Take the prophets of Baal; let not one of them escape. And 
they took them: and Elijah brought them down to the brook Kishon, and slew them 
there. 

6. Rain 

1 Kings 18:41-45 And Elijah said unto Ahab, Get thee up, eat and drink; for there 
is a sound of abundance of rain. So Ahab went up to eat and to drink. And Elijah 
went up to the top of Carmel; and he cast himself down upon the earth, and put his 



face between his knees, And said to his servant, Go up now, look toward the sea. 
And he went up, and looked, and said, There is nothing. And he said, Go again 
seven times. And it came to pass at the seventh time, that he said, Behold, there 
ariseth a little cloud out of the sea, like a man's hand. And he said, Go up, say unto 
Ahab, Prepare thy chariot, and get thee down, that the rain stop thee not. And it 
came to pass in the mean-while, that the heaven was black with clouds and wind, 
and there was a great rain. And Ahab rode, and went to Jezreel. 

7. Thirty Mile Foot Race 

1 Kings 18:46 And the hand of the Lord was on Elijah; and he girded up his loins, 
and ran before Ahab to the entrance of Jezreel. 

8. Supernatural Strength (40 days) 

1 Kings 19:4-8 But he himself went a day's journey into the wilderness, and came 
and sat down under a juniper tree: and he requested for himself that he might die; 
and said, It is enough; now, O Lord, take away my life; for I am not better than my 
fathers. And as he lay and slept under a juniper tree, behold, then an angel touched 
him, and said unto him, Arise and eat. And he looked, and, behold, there was a cake 
baked on the coals, and a cruse of water at his head. And he did eat and drink, and 
laid him down again. And the angel of the Lord came again the second time, and 
touched him, and said, Arise and eat; because the journey is too great for thee. And 
he arose, and did eat and drink, and went in the strength of that meat forty days and 
forty nights unto Horeb the mount of God. 

9. Doom Pronounced on Ahab and Jezebel 

1 Kings 21:17-24 And the word of the Lord came to Elijah the Tishbite, saying, 
Arise, go down to meet Ahab king of Israel, which is in Samaria: behold, he is in the 
vineyard of Naboth, whither he is gone down to possess it. And thou shalt speak 
unto him, saying, Thus saith the Lord, Hast thou killed and also taken possession? 
And thou shalt speak unto him, saying, Thus saith the Lord, In the place where 
dogs licked the blood of Naboth shall dogs lick thy blood, even thine. And Ahab 
said to Elijah, Hast thou found me, O mine enemy? And he answered, I have found 
thee: because thou hast sold thyself to work evil in the sight of the Lord. Behold, I 
will bring evil upon thee, and will take away thy posterity, and will cut off from 
Ahab him that pisseth against the wall, and him that is shut up and left in Israel, and 
I will make thy house like the house of Jeroboam the son of Nebat, and like the 
house of Baasha the son of Ahijah, for the provocation wherewith thou hast 



provoked me to anger, and made Israel to sin. And of Jezebel also spake the Lord, 
saying, The dogs shall eat Jezebel by the wall of Jezreel. Him that dieth of Ahab in 
the city the dogs shall eat; and him that dieth in the field shall the fowls of the air 
eat. 

10. Respite to Ahab 

1 Kings 21:28, 29. And the word of the Lord came to Elijah the Tishbite, saying, 
Seest thou how Ahab humbleth himself before me? because he humbleth himself 
before me, I will not bring the evil in his days: but in his son’s days will I bring the 
evil upon his house. 

11. Miraculous Utterance 

2 Chronicles 21:12 -19 And there came a writing to him from Elijah the prophet, 
saying, Thus saith the Lord the God of David thy father, Because thou hast not 
walked in the ways of Jehosophat thy father, nor in the ways of Asa king of Judah, 
But hast walked in the way of the kings of Israel, and hast made Judah and the 
inhabitants of Jerusalem, to go a whoring, like to the whoredoms of the house of 
Ahab, and also hast slain thy brethren of thy father’s house, which were better than 
thyself: Behold, with a great plague will the Lord smite thy people, and thy 
children, and thy wives, and all thy goods: And thou shalt have great sickness by 
disease of thy bowels, until thy bowels fall out by reason of the sickness day by 
day. Moreover the Lord stirred up against Jehoram the spirit of the Philistines, and 
of the Arabians, that were near the Ethiopians: And they came up into Judah, and 
broke into it, and carried away all the substance that was found in the king^s house, 
and his sons also, and his wives; so that there was never a son left him, save 
Jehoahaz, the youngest of his sons. And after all this the Lord smote him in his 
bowels with an incurable disease. And it came to pass, that in the process of time, 
after the end of two years, his bowels fell out by reason of his sickness: so he died 
of sore diseases. And his people made no burning for him, like the burning of his 
fathers. 

12. Predicts Ahaziah's Death 

2 Kings 1:3-8 But the angel of the Lord said to Elijah the Tishbite, Arise, go up to 
meet the messengers of the king of Samaria, and say unto them, Is it not because 
there is not a God in Israel, that ye go to inquire of Baal-zebub the god of Ekron? 
Now therefore thus saith the Lord, Thou shalt not come down from that bed on 
which thou art gone up, but shalt surely die. And Elijah departed. And when the 



messengers turned back unto him, he said unto them, Why are ye now turned back? 
And they said unto him, There came a man up to meet us, and said unto us, Go, 
turn ag^in unto the king that sent you, and say unto him, Thus saith the Lord, Is it 
not because there is not a God in Israel, that thou sendest to inquire of Baal-zebub 
the god of Ekron? therefore thou shalt not come down from that bed on which thou 
art gone up, but shalt surely die. And he said unto them, What manner of man was 
he which came up to meet you, and told you these words? And they answered him, 
He was an hairy man, and girt with a girdle of leather about his loins. And he said, It 
is Elijah the Tishbite. 

13. Fire From Heaven 

2 Kings 1:9, 10. Then the king sent unto him a captain of fifty with his fifty. And 
he went up to him: and, behold, he sat on the top of an hill. And he spake unto him, 
Thou man of God, the king hath said, Come down. And Elijah and said to the 
captain of fifty, If I be a man of God, then let fire come down from heaven, and 
consume thee and thy fifty. And there came down fire from heaven, and consumed 
him and his fifty. 

14. Kills One Hundred and Two Men 

2 Kings 1:11, 12 Ag^in also he sent unto him another captain of fifty with his 
fifty. And he answered and said unto him, O man of God, thus hath the king said, 
Come down quickly. And Elijah answered and said unto them, If I be a man of God, 
let fire come down from heaven, and consume thee and thy fifty. And the fire of 
God came down from heaven, and consumed him and his fifty. 

15. Parts the River Jordan 

2 Kings 2:7, 8 And fifty men of the sons of the prophets went, and stood to view 
afar off, and they two stood by Jordan. And Elijah took his mantle, and wrapped it 
together, and smote the waters, and they were divided hither and thither, so that 
they two went over on dry ground. 

16. Double Portion of His Spirit Given to Elisha 

2 Kings 2:9, 10. And it came to pass, when they were gone over, that Elijah said 
unto Elisha, Ask what I shall do for thee, before I be taken away from thee. And 
Elisha said, I pray thee, let a double portion of thy spirit be upon me. And he said, 
Thou hast asked a hard thing: nevertheless, if thou see me when I am taken from 
thee, it shall be so unto thee; but if not, it shall not be so. And it came to pass, as 



they still went on, and talked, that, behold, there appeared a chariot of fire, and 
horses of fire, and parted them both asunder, and Elijah went up by a whirlwind 
into heaven. 



Chapter 3 . Elisha Performs 32 miracles 


This is twice the number of Elijah. They were accomplished by a double portion of 
the Spirit of Elijah that was upon him.

1. Jordan River Dried Up 



2 Kings 2:13-15 He took up also the mantle of Elisha that fell from him, and went 
back, and stood by the bank of Jordan; And he took the mantle of Elijah that fell 
from him, and smote the waters, and said, Where is the Lord God of Elijah? And 
when he had also smitten the waters, they parted hither and thither: and Elisha 

went over. And when the sons of the prophets which were to view at Jericho saw 
him, they said, The spirit of Elijah doth rest on Elisha. And they came to meet 
him, and bowed themselves to the ground before him. 

2. Water and Barren Land Healed 

2 Kings 2:19-22 And the men of the city said unto Elisha, Behold, I pray thee, the 
situation of this city is pleasant, as my lord seeth: but the water is naught, and the 
ground barren. And he said, Bring me a new cruse, and put salt therein. And they 
brought it to him. And he went forth unto the spring of the waters, and cast the 
salt in there, and said, Thus saith the Lord, I have healed these waters; there shall 
not be from thence any more death nor barren land. So the waters were healed unto 
this day, according to the saying of Elisha which he spake. 

3. Forty Two Men Killed 

2 Kings 2:23-25 And he went up from thence unto Bethel: and as he was going 
up by the way, there came forth little children out of the city, and mocked him and 
said unto him, Go up, thou bald head; go up, thou bald head. And he turned back, 
and looked on them, and cursed them in the name of the Lord. And there came 
forth two she bears out of the wood, and tore forty and two children of them. And 
he went from thence to mount Carmel, and from thence he returned to Samaria. 

4. Water Without Rain 

2 Kings 3:16-20 And he said, Thus saith the Lord, Make this valley full of 
ditches. For thus saith the Lord, Ye shall not see wind, neither shall ye see rain; yet 
that valley shall be filled with water, that ye may drink, both ye, and your cattle, 
and your beasts. And this is but a light thing in the hand of the Lord: he will 

deliver the Moabites also into your hand. And ye shall smite every fenced city, 
and every choice city, and shall fell every good tree, and stop all wells of water, and 
mar every good piece of land with stones. And it came to pass in the morning, 
when the meat offering was offered, that, behold, there came water by the way of 
Edom, and the country was filled with water. 


5. Defeat of the M oabites 



2 Kings 3:18-20 

(as above) 

6. Optical Illusion 

2 Kings 3:21-23 And when all the Moabites heard that the kings were come up to 
fight against them, they gathered all that were able to put on armour, and upward, 
and stood in the border. And they rose up early in the morning and the sun shone 
upon the water, and the Moabites saw the water on the other side as red as blood: 
And they said, This is blood: the kings are surely slain, and they have smitten one 
another: now therefore, Moab, to the spoil. 

7. Increases a Widow's Oil 

2 Kings 4:1-7 Now there cried a certain woman of the wives of the sons of the 
prophets unto Elisha, saying Thy servant my husband is dead; and thou knowest 
that thy servant did fear the Lord: and the creditor is come to take unto him my 
two sons to be bondmen. And Elisha said unto her, What shall I do for thee? tell 
me, what hast thou in the house? And she said, Thine handmaid hath not any -thing 
in the house, save a pot of oil. Then he said, Go, borrow thee vessels abroad of all 
thy neighbours, even empty vessels; borrow not a few. And when thou art come 
in, thou shalt shut the door upon thee and upon thy sons, and shalt pour out into all 
those vessels, and thou shalt set aside that which is full. So she went from him, 
and shut the door upon her and her sons, who brought the vessels to her; and she 
poured out. And it came to pass, when the vessels were full, that she said unto her 
son, Bring me yet a vessel. And he said unto her, There is not a vessel more. And 
the oil stayed. Then she came and told the man of God. And he said, Go, sell the 
oil, and pay thy debt, and live thou and thy children of the rest. 

8. A Child Given to a Shunem Woman 

2 Kings 4:12-17 And he said to Gehazi his servant, Call this Shunemmite. And 
when he had called her, she stood before him. And he said unto him, Say now unto 
her, Behold, thou hast been careful for us with all this care; what is to be done for 
thee? wouldest thou be spoken for to the king or to the captain of the host? And 
she answered, I dwell among mine own people. And he said, What then is to be 
done for her? and Gehazi answered, \ferily she hath no child, and her husband is 
old. And he said, Call her. And when he had called her, she stood in the door. 
And he said, About this season, according to the time of life, thou shalt embrace a 
son. And she said, Nay, my lord, thou man of God, do not lie unto thine 



handmaid. And the woman conceived, and bare a son at the season that Elisha had 
said unto her, according to the time of life. 

9. Resurrects the Shunemmite's Son 

2 Kings 4:32-37 And when Elisha was come into the house, behold, the child was 
dead, and laid upon his bed. He went in therefore, and shut the door upon them 
twain, and prayed unto the Lord. And he went up, and lay upon the child, and put 
his mouth upon his mouth, and his eyes upon his eyes, and his hands upon his 
hands: and he stretched himself upon the child; and the flesh of the child waxed 

warm. Then he returned, and walked in the house to and fro; and went up, and 
stretched himself upon him: and the child sneezed seven times, and the child 

opened his eyes. And he called Gehazi, and said, Call this Shunemmite. So he 
called her. And when she was come in unto him, he said, Take up thy son. Then 
she went in, and fell at his feet, and bowed herself to the ground, and took up her 
son, and went out. 

10. Heals the Noxious Pottage 

2 Kings 4:38-41 And Elisha came again to Gilgal: and there was a dearth in the 
land; and the sons of the prophets were sitting before him: and he said unto his 

servant, Set on the great pot, and seethe pottage for the sons of the prophets. And 
one went out into the field to gather herbs, and found a wild vine, and gathered 
thereof wild gourds his lap full, and came and shed them into the pot of pottage: 
for they knew them not. So they poured out for the men to eat. And it came to 
pass, as they were eating of the pottage, that they cried out, and said, O thou man 
of God, there is death in the pot. And they could not eat thereof. But he said, 
Then bring meal. And he cast it into the pot; and he said, Pour out for the people, 
that they may eat. And there was no harm in the pot. 

11. Multiplies Food for One Hundred Men 

2 Kings 4:42,44 And there came a man from Baal-shalisha, and brought the man of 
God bread of the firstfruits, twenty loaves of barley, and full ears of com in the 
husk thereof. And he said, Give unto the people, that they may eat. And his 
servitor said, What, should I set this before a hundred men? He said ag^in, Give the 
people, that they eat: for thus saith the Lord, They shall eat, and shall leave 

thereof. So he set it before them, and they did eat, and left thereof, according to the 
word of the Lord. 


12. Heals Naaman's Leprosy 



2 Kings 5:1-14 Now Naaman, captain of the host of the king of Syria, was a 
great man with his master, and honourable, because by him the Lord had given 
deliverance unto Syria: he was also a mighty man in valour, but he was a leper. 
And the Syrians had gone out by companies, and had brought away captive out of 
the land of Israel a little maid; and she waited on Naaman's wife. And she said unto 
her mistress, Would God my lord with with the prophet that is in Samaria! for he 
would recover him of his leprosy. And one went in, and told his lord, saying, Thus 
and thus said the maid that is of the land of Israel. And the king of Syria said, Go 
to, go, and I will send a letter unto the king of Israel. And he departed, and took 
with him ten talents of silver, and six thousand pieces of gold, and ten changes of 
raiment. And he brought the letter to the king of Israel, saying, Now when this 
letter is come unto thee, behold, I have therewith sent Naaman my servant to thee, 
that thou mayest receover him of his leprosy. And it came to pass, when the king 
of Israel had read the letter, that he rent his clothes, and said, Am I God, to kill and 
to make alive, that this man doth send unto me to recover a man of his leprosy? 
wherefore consider, I pray you, and see how he seeketh a quarrel against me. And 
it was so, when Elisha the man of God heard that the king of Israel had rent his 
clothes, that he sent to the king saying, Wherefore hast thou rent thy clothes? let 
him come now to me, and he shall know that there is a prophet in Israel. So 
Naaman came with his horses and his chariot, and stood at the door of the house of 
Elisha. And Elisha sent a messenger unto him, saying, Go and wash in Jordan 
seven times, and thy flesh shall come again to thee, and thou shalt be clean. But 
Naaman was wroth, and went away, and said, Behold, I thought, He will surely 
come out to me, and stand, and call on the name of the Lord his God, and strike his 
hand over the place, and recover the leper. Are not Abana and Pharpar, rivers of 
Damascus, better than all the waters of Israel? may I not wash in them and be 
clean? So he turned and went away in a rage. And his servants came near, and 
spake unto him, and said, My father, if the prophet had bid thee do some great 
thing, wouldest thou not have done it? how much rather then, when he saith unto 
thee, Wash, and be clean? Then went he down, and dipped himself seven times in 
Jordan, according to the saying of the man of God: and his flesh came again like 
unto the flesh of a little child, and he was clean. 

13. Discernment of Gehazi 

2 Kings 5:25, 26 But he went in, and stood before his master. And Elisha said 
unto him, Whence earnest thou, Gehazi? And he said, thy servant went no 
whither. And he said unto him, Went not mine heart with thee, when the man 
turned again from his chariot to meet thee? Is it a time to receive money, and to 



receive garments, and oliveyards, and vineyards, and sheep, and oxen, and 
mens erv ants and maidservants? 

14. Leprosy of Naaman to Gehazi 

2 Kings 5:57 The leprosy therefore of Naaman shall cleave unto thee, and unto thy 
seed forever. And he went out from his presence a leper as white as snow. 

15. An Iron Axehead Floats 

2 Kings 6:1-7 And the sons of the prophets said unto Elisha, Behold now, the 
place where we dwell with thee is too strait for us. Let us go, we pray thee, unto 
Jordan, and take thence every man a beam, and let us make us a place there, where 
we may dwell. And he answered, Go ye. And one said, Be content, I pray thee, 
and go with thy servants. And he answered, I will go. So he went with them. 
And when they came to Jordan, they cut down wood. 

16. Reveals the Secrets of War 

2 Kings 6:8-10 Then the king of Syria warred against Israel, and took counsel 
with his servants, saying, In such and such a place shall be my camp. And the man 
of God sent unto the king of Israel, saying, Beware that thou pass not such a place; 
for thither the Syrians are come down. And the king of Israel sent to the place 
which the man of God told him and warned him, and saved himself there, not once 
nor twice. 

17. Reveals the Secrets of War 

2 Kings 6:10-12 And the king of Israel sent to the place which the man of God 
told him and warned him of, and saved himself there, not once nor twice. Therefore 
the heart of the king of Syria was sore troubled for this thing; and he called his 
servants, and said unto them, Will ye not show me which of us is for the king of 
Israel? And one of his servants said, None, my lord, O king: but Elisha, the 

prophet that is in Israel, telleth the king of Israel the words that thou speakest in 
the bedchamber. 

18. Reveals the Secrets of War 

2 Kings 6:10-12 

(as above) 

19. Opens the Eyes of His Servant 



2 Kings 6:13-17 And he said, Go and spy where he is, that I go send and fetch 
him. And it was told him, saying, Behold, he is in Dothan. Therefore sent he 
thither horses, and chariots, and a great host: and they came by night, and 

compassed the city about. And when the servant of the man of God was risen 
early, and gone forth, behold, an host compassed the city both with horses and 
chariots. And his servant said unto him, Alas, my master! how shall we do? And 
Elisha prayed, and said, Lord, I pray thee, open his eyes, that he may see. And the 
Lord opened the eyes of the young man; and he saw: and, behold, the mountain 
was full of horses and chariots of fire round about Elisha. 

20. Blinds the Syrian Army 

2 Kings 6:18 And when they came down to him, Elisha prayed unto the Lord, and 
said, Smite this people, I pray thee, with blindness. And he smote them with 
blindness according to the word of Elisha. 

21. Captures Entire Syrian Army 

2 Kings 6:19 And Elisha said unto them, This is not the way, neither is this the 
city: follow me, and I will bring you to the man whom ye seek. But he led them 
to Samaria. 

22. Heals an Army of Blindness 

2 Kings 6:20-23 And it came to pass, when they were come into Samaria, that 
Elisha said, Lord, open the eyes of these men, that they may see. And the lord 
opened their eyes, and they saw; and, behold, they were in the midst of Samaria. 
And the king of Israel said unto Elisha, when he saw them, My father, shall I smite 
them? Shall I smite them? And he answered, Thou shalt not smite them: wouldest 
thou smite those whom thou hast taken captive with thy sword and with thy bow? 
set bread and water before them, that they may eat and drink, and go to their master. 
And he prepared great provision for them: and when they had eaten and drunk, he 
sent them away, and they went to their master. So the bands of Syria came no more 
into the land of Israel. 

23. Foreknows the King^s Act 

2 Kings 6:32,33 But Elisha sat in his house, and the elders sat with him; and the 
king sent a man from before him: but ere the messenger came to him, he said to the 
elders, See ye how this son of a murderer hath sent to take away mine head? look, 
when the messenger cometh, shut the door, and hold him fast at the door: is not the 



sound of his master’s feet behind him? And while he yet talked with them, behold, 
the messenger came down unto him: and he said, Behold, this evil is of the Lord; 
what should I wait for the Lord any longer? 

24. Food and Death to the Unbelievers 

2 Kings 7:1 Then Elisha said, Hear ye the word of the Lord; Thus saith the Lord, 
Tomorrow about this time shall a measure of fine flour be sold for a shekel, and two 
measures of barley for a shekel, in the gate of Samaria. 

25. Miraculous Utterance 

2 Kings 7:2 Then a lord on whose hand the king leaned answered the man of God, 
and said, Behold, if the Lord would make windows in heaven, might these things be? 
And he said, Behold, thou shalt see it with thine eyes, but shalt not eat thereof. 

26. Confusion and Flight of the Syrians 2 Kings 7:6-8 For the Lord made the 
host of the Syrians to hear a noise of chariots, and a noise of horses, even the noise 
of a great host: and they said one to another, Lo, the king of Israel hath hired against 
us the kings of the Hittites, and the kings of the Egyptians, to come upon us. 
Wherefore they arose and fled in the twilight, and left their tents, and their horses, 
and their asses, even the camp as it was, and fled for their life. And when these 
lepers came to the uttermost part of the camp, they went into one tent, and did eat 
and drink, and carried thence silver, and gold, and raiment, and went and hid it; and 
came again, and entered into another tent, and carried thence also, and went and hid 
it. 

27. Heaven Shut for Seven Years 

2 Kings 8:1, 2 Then spake Elisha unto the woman, whose son he had restored to 
life, saying, Arise, and go thou and thine household, and sojourn wherever thou 
canst sojourn: for the Lord hath called for a famine; and it shall come upon the land 
seven years. And the woman arose, and did after the saying of the man of God: and 
she went with her household, and sojourned in the land of the Philistines seven 
years. 

28. Miraculous Utterance 

2 Kings 8:7-11 And Elisha came to Damascus; and Ben-had the king of Syria was 
sick; and it was told him, saying, The man of God is come hither. And the king said 
unto Hazael, Take a present in thine hand, and go, meet the man of God, and inquire 
of the Lord by him, saying, Shall I recover of this disease? So Hazael went to meet 



him, and took a present with him, even every good thing of Damascus, forty camel's 
burden, and came and stood before him, and said, Thy son Ben-hadad king of Syria 
hath sent me to thee, saying, Shall I recover of this disease? And Elisha said unto 
him, Go, say unto him, Thou mayest certainly recover: howbeit the Lord hath 
showed me that he shall surely die. And he settled his countenance steadfastly, until 
he was ashamed: and the man of God wept. 

29. Miraculous Utterance 

2 Kings 8:12 And Hazael said, Why weepeth my lord? and he answered, Because 

1 know the evil that thou wilt do unto the children of Israel: their strongholds wilt 
thou set on fire, and their young men wilt thou slay with the sword, and wilt dash 
their children, and rip up their women with child. 

30. Miraculous Utterance 

2 Kings 8:13-15 And Hazael said, But what, is thy servant a dog, that he should 
do this great thing? And Elisha answered, The Lord hath showed me that thou shalt 
be king over Syria. So he departed from Elisha, and came to his master; and said to 
him, What said Elisha to thee? And he answered, He told me that thou shouldest 
surely recover. And it came to pass on the morrow, that he took a thick cloth, and 
dipped it in water, and spread it on his face, so that he died: and Hazael reigned in 
his stead. 

31. Jehu is Anointed King 

2 Kings 9:1-10 And Elisha the prophet called one of the children of the prophets, 
and said to him, Gird up thy loins, and take this box of oil in thine hand, and go to 
Ramoth-gilead: And when thou comest thither, look out there Jehu the son of 
Jehosophat the son of Nimshi, and go in, and make him arise up from among his 
brethren, and carry him to an inner chamber; Then take the box of oil, and pour it on 
his head, and say, Thus saith the Lord, I have anointed thee king over Israel. Then 
open the door, and flee, and tarry not. So the young man, even the young man the 
prophet, went to Ramoth-gilead. And when he came, behold, the captains of the 
host were sitting and he said, I have an errand to thee, 0 captain. And Jehu said, 
Unto which of all of us? And he said, To thee, 0 captain. And he arose, and went 
into the house; and he poured oil on his head, and said unto him, Thus saith the 
Lord God of Israel, I have anointed thee king over the people of the Lord, even over 
Israel. And thou shalt smite the house of Ahab thy master, that I may avenge the 
blood of my servants the prophets, and the blood of all the servants of the Lord, at 



the hand of Jezebel. For the whole house of Ahab shall perish: and I will cut off 
from Ahab him that pisseth against the wall, and him that is shut up and left in 
Israel: And I will make the house of Ahab like the house of Jeroboam the son of 
Nebat, and like the house of Baasha the son of Ahijah: And the dogs shall eat 
Jezebel in the portion of Jezreel, and there shall be none to bury her. And he opened 
the door, and fled. 

32. Joash Visits in His Sickness 

2 Kings 13:14-19 Now Elisha was fallen sick of his sickness whereof he died. And 
Joash the king of Israel came down unto him, and wept over his face, and said, 0 my 
father, my father, the chariot of Israel, and the horsemen thereof. And Elisha said 
unto him, Take bow and arrows. And he took unto him bow and arrows. And he 
said to the king of Israel, Put thine hand upon the bow. And he put his hand upon 
it: and Elisha put his hands on the king^s hands. And he said, Open the window 
eastward. And he opened it. Then Elisha said, Shoot. And he shot. And he said, The 
arrow of the Lord's deliverance, and the arrow of deliverance from Syria: for thou 
shalt smite the Syrians in Aphek, till thou hast consumed them. And he said, Take 
the arrows. And he took them And he said unto the king of Israel, Smite upon the 
ground. And he smote thrice, and stayed. And the man of God was wroth with him, 
and said, Thou shouldest have smitten five or six times; then hadst thou smitten 
Syria till thou hadst consumed it: whereas now thou shalt smite Syria but thrice. 

Post Death Miracle: Resurrection 

2 Kings 13:20,21 And it came to pass, as they were burying a man, that, behold, 
they spied a band of men; and they cast the man into the sepulcher of Elisha: and 
when the man was let down, and touched the bones of Elisha, he revived, and stood 
up on his feet. 

The Price of Possessing the Double Portion 

Someone wisely said, "If it doesn't cost you something, you don't own it." David 
said, "I will not offer to the Lord that which costs me nothing." All the things of 
God have a price tag attached. If you are not willing to pay the price, you will never 
be in possession of that which you seek. 

So it is with the double portion. 

Elisha paid a price to wear the mantle: he paid a price to possess the double 
portion. 



His master (authority) instructed him to remain where he was. Stay where you are. 
Proceed no further. 

There are only two types of people in the world: those who can-not do what they 
are told, and those who can do nothing else. 

God's men must to be tested, tried and proven. So many today find themselves in 
the category, "Sit here." "Don't go any further." "What you have done and are doing 
is acceptable to the Lord. This is all He requires." 

The very calling, the resolve, the determination, the perseverance of every minister 
must be challenged. The will of God must emerge supreme. The desire for God 
rooted in the innermost depths of the soul must win through. The minister must go 
on. 

Numbers 14:24 But my servant Caleb, because he had another spirit with him, 
and hath followed him fully, him will I bring into the land where-into he went; and 
his seed shall possess it. 

Hosea 6:3 Then shall we know, if we follow on to know the Lord: his going forth 
is prepared as the morning and he shall come unto us as the rain, as the latter and 
former rain unto the earth. 

Hebrews 6:1 Therefore leaving the principles of the doctrine of Christ, let us go 
on unto perfection; not lay ing again the foundation of repentance from dead works, 
and of faith toward God, Let us go on unto perfection. Let us go on. Let us go. 
Don't stay, go! Go on. Go on, and on, and on, and on. 

The first test for Elisha was to stay at Gilgal. Gilgal means a wheel, a circle, or 
rolling. 

Man has been designed by his Creator with his reach beyond his grasp. When he no 
longer functions in the purpose of the God and ceases to go beyond or reach out, he 
stagnates, he sits down, he goes round and round in circle: just like a wheel. 

Get off the hurly-burly, merry-go-round lifestyle of Gilgal and go on with your 
Master. 

Understand that your destiny can never be realised unless you go on. Sit down and 
you will perish. 

Proverbs 4:18 But the path of the just is as the shining light, that shineth more 



and more unto the perfect day. 

Light travels at 186,000 miles per second. It does not sit still. Get up and go! The 
second test required for Elisha to possess the double portion was not to settle down 
at Bethel. Bethel means the house of God. 

How easy it is to build one's life around the house of God. Social life, education, 
worship and a host of activities cry out to be satisfied. 

If you would be a candidate for the double portion, let your emphasis be on the 
God of the house. Only then will your ambition be realised. 

The third test centered around dropping out at Jericho. 

Jericho means fragrance and symbolises that which is pleasing to the senses. 

Do not allow that which cries for recognition to rob you in your pursuit of the 
double portion. 

1 John 2:15-17 Love not the world, neither the things that are in the world. If any 
man love the world, the love of the Father is not in him. For all that is in the world, 
the lust of the flesh, and the lust of the eyes, and the pride of life, is not of the 
Father, but is of the world. And the world passeth away, and the lust thereof: but he 
that doeth the will of God abideth forever. 

The fourth test was to give up at Jordan. Jordan means descender, flowing down, 
and portrays death. 

How easy it is to lie down when everything around you is impregnated with death. 
How easy it is to stop here. Don't do it. Don't quit. Don't give up now: the fifth and 
final test is here. 

How important it is to understand that the offer of the Master never came until 
both men had crossed the Jordan river. 

The requirement? If you see me when I am taken from you. 

Twelve long years of waiting and four heart searching tests had brought the man of 
God to this very point. Surely he would not let this moment pass, let this 
opportunity go, let this situation fail. 

His eyes on supernatural signs could have robbed him of the very reason why he 
was created: to receive a double portion! 



Chapter 4. John the Baptist 


Matthew 17:10-13 And his disciples asked him, saying, Why then say the scribes 
that Elijah must first come? And Jesus answered and said unto them, Elijah truly 
shall first come, and restore all things. But I say unto you, That Elijah is come 
already, and they knew him not, but have done unto him whatsoever they listed. 
Likewise shall also the Son of man suffer of them. Then the disciples understood 
that he spake unto them of John the Baptist. 

Elijah must first come. He has been sought by many for a very long period of 
time. Even to this day the Jewish people celebrate the Passover with a fourth glass 
of wine placed on the comer of the table nearest the door. Earnest expectation is 
had for the appearing of this great prophet. This longing has its roots in the last 
two verses of the Old Testament. 

Malachi 4:5, 6 Behold, I will send you Elijah the prophet before the coming of the 
great and dreadful day of the Lord: And he shall turn the heart of the fathers to the 
children, and the heart of the children to their fathers, lest I come and smite the earth 
with a curse. 

This is the last "speaking of God" for four hundred years! And when the New 
Testament begins, it does so with John the Baptist and the Elijah Spirit. 

Elijah shall first come, and restore all things. The Spirit of Elijah is the Spirit of 
restoration. Restoration is the current manifestation of the Elijah Spirit. To reject 
the work of restoration that has yet to be undertaken in the church, is rejection of 
both Elijah and the Spirit of Elijah. 

But I say unto you, that Elijah has come already. Jesus was speaking of the Spirit 
of Elijah that possessed John. 

The Birth of John the Baptist 

As with many miraculous births in the Bible, John's is no exception. 

Luke 1:11-17 And there appeared unto him an angel of the Lord standing on the 
right side of the altar of incense. And when Zacharias saw him, he was troubled, 
and fear fell upon him. But the angel said unto him, Fear not, Zacharias: for thy 
prayer is heard; and they wife Elisabeth shall bear thee a son, and thou shalt call his 



name John. And thou shalt have joy and gladness; and many shall rejoice at his 
birth. For he shall be great in the sight of the Lord, and he shall drink neither wine 
nor strong drink; and he shall be filled with the Holy Ghost, even from his mother's 
womb. And many of the children of Israel shall he turn to the Lord their God. 
And he shall go before him in the spirit and power of Elijah, to turn the hearts of the 
fathers to the children, and the disobedient to the wisdom of the just; to make ready 
a people prepared for the Lord. 

Isaiah 40:3-5 The voice of him that crieth in the wilderness, Prepare ye the way of 
the Lord, make straight in the desert a highway for our God. Every valley shall be 
exalted, and every mountain and hill shall be made low: and the crooked shall be 
made straight, and the rough places plain: And the glory of the Lord shall be 

revealed, and all flesh shall see it together: for the mouth of the Lord hath spoken 
it. 

John 1:6 There was a man sent from God, whose name was John. 

Here was a man that was not sent from God: he was not called of God: 

The voice of one crying in the wilderness, Prepare ye the way of the Lord, make his 
paths straight. 

The most persecuted truth ever restored to the Christian Church is water baptism 

God gave him a voice. So many teachings, messages, concepts and words today are 
not voices; they are echoes; they are "repeats"; they are "reruns" of that which 
others are saying. 

John was an original. He was a voice. He was sent from God. 

His ministry was to prepare a people for the coming of the Lord: to prepare a 

people for the glory of the Lord. And when this glory comes it will be seen by all 
flesh together! The whole world will behold the glory of the Lord. 

So it is today. 

In the New Testament application, the church finds itself at the altar of incense. 
This speaks of prayer, praise and worship, and it is no coincidence that God is 
speaking so much in these areas. A people is being prepared for the second coming 
of the Lord. Mountains and hills are being made low; valleys are being exalted; 
crooked places are being made straight; rough places are being made plain. 



And for what purpose? 

As surely as the altar of incense was set nearest the Ark of the Covenant (the vessel 
that housed the glory of God), so the church is scheduled to be shrouded in the 
same glory. It is this glory that will prepare the people of this generation to meet 
the Lord Jesus Christ at his second coming. 

The Ministry of John the Baptist 

Matthew 3: 1-12 In those days came John the Baptist, preaching the wilderness of 
Judea, And saying, Repent ye: for the kingdom of heaven is at hand. For this is 
he that was spoken of by the prophet Isaiah, saying, The voice of one crying in the 
wilderness, Prepare ye the way of the Lord, make his paths straight. And the same 
John had his raiment of camel's hair, and a leather girdle about his loins; and his meat 
was locusts and wild honey. Then went out to him Jerusalem, and all Judea, and all 
the region round about Jordan, And they were baptised of him in Jordan, confessing 
their sins. But when he saw many of the Pharisees and Sadducees come to his 
baptism, he said unto them, O generation of vipers, who hath warned ye to flee the 
wrath that is to come? Bring forth therefore fruits meet for repentance: And think 
not to say within yourselves, We have Abraham to our father: for I say unto you, 
that God is able of these stones to raise up children unto Abraham. And now also 
the axe is laid at the root of the trees: therefore every tree which bringeth not forth 
good fruit is hewn down, and cast into the fire. I indeed baptise you with water 
unto repentance: but he that cometh after me is mightier than I, whose shoes I am 
not worthy to bear: he shall baptise you with the Holy Ghost and with fire: 

Whose fan is in his hand, and he will throughly purge his floor, and gather his wheat 
into the gamer; but he will burn up the chaff with unquenchable fire. 

Jesus is Baptised by John 

Matthew 3:13-17 Then cometh Jesus from Galilee to Jordan unto John, to be 
baptised of him. But John forbade him, saying, I have need to be baptised of thee, 
and comest thou to me? And Jesus answering said unto him, Suffer it to be so 
now: for thus it becometh us to fulfill all righteousness. Then he suffered him. 
And Jesus, when he was baptised, went up straightway out of the water: and, lo, 
the heavens were opened unto him, and he saw the Spirit of God descending like a 
dove, and lighting upon him: And lo a voice from heaven, saying, This is my 

beloved Son, in whom I am well pleased. 


The Disciples of John and Fasting 



Matthew 9:14-17 Then came to him the disciples of John, saying, Why do we and 
the Pharisees fast oft, but thy disciples fast not? And Jesus said unto them, Can 
the children of the bride-chamber mourn, as long as the bridegroom is with them? 
but the days will come, when the bridegroom shall be taken from them, and then 
shall they fast. No man putteth a piece of new cloth unto an old garment, for that 
which is put in to fill it up taketh from the garment, and the rent is made worse. 
Neither do men put new wine into old bottles: else the bottles break, and the wine 
runneth out, and the bottles perish: but they put new wine into new bottles, and 
both are preserved. 

Messengers from John the Baptist 

Matthew 11:2-19 Now when John had heard in prison the works of Christ, he 
sent two, of his disciples, And said unto him, Art thou he that should come, or do 
we look for another? Jesus answered and said unto them, Go and show John again 
those things which you do hear and see: The blind receive their sight, and the lame 
walk, the lepers are cleansed, and the deaf hear, the dead are raised up, and the poor 
have the gospel preached to them. And blessed is he, whosoever shall not be 
offended in me. And as they departed, Jesus began to say unto the multitudes 
concerning John, What went ye out into the wilderness to see? A reed shaken in 
the wind? But what went ye out for to see? A man clothed in soft raiment? 
behold, they that wear soft clothing are in king^s houses. But what went ye out for 
to see? A prophet? yea, I say unto you, and more than a prophet. For this is he 
of whom it is written, Behold, I send my messenger before thy face, which shall 
prepare thy way before thee, \ferily I say unto you, Among them that are bom of 
women there hath not risen a greater than John the Baptist: notwithstanding he 

that is least in the kingdom of heaven is greater than he. And from the days of John 
the Baptist until now the kingdom of heaven suffereth violence, and the violent take 
it by force. For all the prophets and the law prophesied until John. And if ye will 
receive it, this is Elijah, which was for to come. He that hath ears to hear, let him 
hear. But whereunto shall I liken this generation? It is like unto children sitting in 
the markets, and calling unto their fellows, And saying, We have piped unto you, 
and ye have not danced; we have mourned unto you, and ye have not lamented. 
For John came neither eating nor drinking, and they say, He hath a devil. The Son 
of man came eating and drinking, and they say, Behold a man gluttonous, and a 
winebibber, a friend of publicans and sinners. But wisdom is justified of her 
children. 


The Death of John the Baptist 



Matthew 14:1-12 And at that time Herod the tetrach heard of the fame of Jesus, 
And said unto his servants, This is John the Baptist; he is risen from the dead; and 
therefore mighty works do show forth themselves in him. For Herod had laid hold 
on John, and bound him, and put him in prison for Herodias' sake, his brother 
Philip's wife. For John said unto him, It is not lawful for thee to have her. And 
when he would have put him to death, he feared the multitude, because they 
counted him as a prophet. But when Herod's birthday was kept, the daughter of 
Herodias danced before them, and pleased Herod. Whereupon he promised with an 
oath to give her whatsoever she would ask. And she, before being instructed of her 
mother, said, Give me here John Baptist's head in a charger. And the king was 
sorry: nevertheless for the oath's sake, and them which sat with him at meat, he 
commanded it to be given her. And he sent, and beheaded John in the prison. And 
his head was brought in a charger, and given to the damsel: and she brought it to her 
mother. And his disciples came, and took up the body, and buried it, and went and 
told Jesus. 

Matthew 21:23-27 And when he was come into the temple, the chief priests and 
the elders of the people came unto him as he was teaching, and said, By what 
authority doest thou these things? and who gave thee this authority? And Jesus 
answered and said unto them, I also will ask you one thing, which if ye tell me, I in 
likewise will tell you by what authority I do these things. The baptism of John, 
whence was it? from heaven? or of men? And they reasoned with themselves, 
saying If we shall say, From heaven; he will say unto us, Why then did ye not 
believe him? But if we shall say, Of men; we fear the people; for all hold John as a 
prophet. And they answered Jesus, and said, We cannot tell. And he said unto 
them, Neither tell I you by what authority I do these things. 

Coats, Publicans and Soldiers 

Luke 3:10-14 And the people asked him, saying What shall we do then? He 
answereth and saith unto them, He that hath two coats, let him impart to him that 
hath none; and he that hath meat, let him do likewise. Then came also publicans to 
be baptised, and said unto him, Master, what shall we do? And he said unto them, 
Exact no more than that which is appointed you. And the soldiers likewise 
demanded of him, saying And what shall we do? And he said unto them, Do 
violence to no man, neither accuse any falsely; and be content with your waggs. 

Rejecting the Counsel of God 

Luke 7:29-30 And all the people that heard him, and the publicans, justified God, 



being baptised with the baptism of John. But the Pharisees and lawyers rejected 
the counsel of God against themselves, being not baptized of him. 

Samaritans Refuse Jesus 

Luke 9:51-56 And it came to pass, when the time was come that he should be 
received up, he steadfastly set his face to go to Jerusalem, And sent messengers 
before his face: and they went, and entered into a village of the Samaritans, to make 
ready for him. And they did not receive him, because his face was as though he 
would go to Jerusalem. And when his disciples James and John saw this, they 
said, Lord, wilt thou that we command fire to come down from heaven, and 
consume them, even as Elijah did? But he turned, and rebuked them, and said, Ye 
know not what manner of spirit ye are of. For the Son of man is not come to 
destroy men's lives, but to save them. And they went to another village. 

John the Baptist Teaches Prayer 

Luke 11:1 And it came to pass, that, as he was praying in a certain place, when he 
ceased, one of his disciples said unto him, Lord, teach us to pray, as John also 
taught his disciples, 

The Word of the Lord Came to John 

Luke 3:2 Annas and Caiaphas being the high priests, the word of God came unto 
John the son of Zacharias in the wilderness. 

The Law and the Prophets 

Luke 16:16, 17 The law and the prophets were until John: since that time the 
kingdom of God is preached, and every man presseth into it. And it is easier for 
heaven and earth to pass, than one tittle of the law to fail. 

Requirements for an Apostle 

Acts 1:21,22 Wherefore of these men which have companied with us all the time 
that the Lord Jesus went in and out among us, Beginning from the baptism of John, 
unto that same day that he was taken up from us, must one be ordained to be a 
witness with us of his resurrection. 

John Baptizes With Water 

Jesus baptizes with the Holy Ghost and fire! This statement recurs throughout the 
book of Acts. Both teaching? and experiences are absolutely necessary. 



Jesus’ Record of John the Baptist 


John 1:6-8,15,17,19-40 There was a man sent from God, whose name was John. 
The same came for a witness, to bear witness of the Light, that all men through him 
might believe. He was not that Light, but was sent to bear witness of that Light. 
John bare witness of him, and cried, saying, This was he of whom I spake, He that 
cometh after me is preferred before me: for he was before me. And this is the 

record of John, when the Jews sent priests and Levites from Jerusalem to ask him, 
Who art thou? And he confessed, and denied not; but confessed, I am not the 
Christ. And they asked him, What then? Art thou Elijah? And he saith, I am 
not. Art thou that prophet? And he answered, No. Then said they unto him, 
Who art thou? that we may give an answer to them that sent us. What sayest thou 
of thyself? He said, I am the voice of one crying in the wilderness, Make straight 
the way of the Lord, as said the prophet Isaiah. And they which were sent were of 
the Pharisees. And they asked him, and said unto him, Why baptizest thou then, if 
thou be not that Christ, nor Elijah, neither that prophet? John answered them, 
saying, I baptize with water: but there standeth one among you, whom ye know 
not; He it is, who coming after me is preferred before me, whose shoe's latchet I am 
not worthy to unloose. These things were done in Bethabara beyond Jordan, 
where John was baptizing. The next day John seeth Jesus coming unto him, and 
saith, Behold the Lamb of God, which taketh away the sin of the world. This is he 
of whom I said, After me cometh a man which is preferred before me: for he was 
before me. And I knew him not: but that he should be made manifest to Israel, 
therefore am I come baptizing with water. And John bare record, saying, I saw the 
Spirit descending from heaven like a dove, and it abode upon him. And I knew him 
not: but he that sent me to baptize with water, the same said unto me, Upon 

whom thou shalt see the Spirit descending, and remaining on him, the same is he 
which baptizeth with the Holy Ghost. And I saw, and bare record that this is the 
Son of God. Again the next day after John stood, and two of his disciples; And 
looking upon Jesus as he walked, he saith, Behold the Lamb of God! And the two 
disciples heard him speak, and they followed Jesus. Then Jesus turned, and saw 
them following, and saith unto them, What seek ye? They said unto him, Rabbi, 
(which is to say, being interpreted, Master,) where dwellest thou? He saith unto 
them, Come and see. They came and saw where he dwelt, and abode with him that 
day: for it was about the tenth hour. One of the two which heard John speak, and 
followed him, was Andrew, Simon Peter's brother. 

John 3:22-36 After these things came Jesus and his disciples into the land of 
Judea; and there he tarried with them, and baptized. And John also was baptizing 



in Aenon near to Salim, because there was much water there: and they came and 
were baptized. For John was not yet cast into prison. Then there arose a 
question between some of John's disciples and the Jews about purifying. And they 
came to John, and said to him, Rabbi, he that was with thee beyond Jordan, to 
whom thou barest witness, behold, the same baptizeth, and all men come to him. 
John answered and said, A man can receive nothing, except it be given him from 
heaven. Ye yourselves bear me witness, that I said, I am not the Christ, but that I 
am sent before him. He that hath the bride is the bridegroom: but the friend of the 
bridegroom, which standeth and heareth him, rejoiceth greatly because of the 
bridegroom's voice: this my joy therefore is fulfilled. He must increase, I must 
decrease. He that cometh from above is above all: he that is of the earth is earthly, 
and speaketh of the earth: he that cometh from heaven is above all. And what he 
hath seen and heard, that he testifieth; and no man receiveth his testimony. He that 
receiveth his testimony hath set to his seal that God is true. For he whom God 
hath sent speaketh the words of God: for God giveth not the Spirit by measure 

unto him. The Father loveth the Son, and hath given all things into his hand. He 
that believeth on the Son hath everlasting life: and he that believeth not the Son 

shall not see life; but the wrath of God abideth on him. 

John 4:1-3 When therefore the Lord knew how the Pharisees had heard that Jesus 
made and baptized more disciples than John, (Though Jesus himself baptized not, 
but his disciples,) he left Judea, and departed again into Galilee. 

John 5:33-37 Ye sent unto John, and he bare witness unto the truth. But I receive 
not testimony from man: but these things I say, that ye might be saved. He was a 
burning and a shining light: and ye were willing for a season to rejoice in his light. 
But I have greater witness than that of John: for the works which the Father hath 
given me to finish, the same works that I do, bear witness of me, that the Father 
hath sent me. And the Father himself, which hath sent me, hath borne witness of 
me. Ye have neither heard his voice at any time, nor seen his shape. 

John 10:39-42 Therefore they sought again to take him: but he escaped out of 
their hand, And went away beyond Jordan into the place where John at first 
baptized; and there he abode. And many resorted unto him, and said, John did no 
miracle: but all things that John spake of this man were true. And many believed 
in him there. 



Chapter 5 . Restoration 


Matthew 17:10-13 And his disciples asked him, saying, Why then say the scribes 
that Elijah must first come? And Jesus answered and said unto them, Elijah truly 
shall first come, and restore all things. But I say unto you, That Elijah is come 
already, and they knew him not, but have done unto him whatsoever they listed. 
Likewise shall also the Son of man suffer of them. Then the disciples understood 
that he spake to them of John the Baptist. 

The Spirit of Elijah is the Spirit of Restoration 

Elijah shall come and restore all things. 

Isaiah 42:22 But this is a people robbed and spoiled; they are all of them snared in 
holes, and they are hid in prison houses: they are for a prey, and none delivereth; 
and for a spoil, and none saith, Restore. 

Acts 3:19-21 Repent ye therefore, and be converted, that your sins may be blotted 
out, when the times of refreshing shall come from the presence of the Lord; And he 
shall send Jesus Christ, which before was preached unto you: Whom the heaven 
must receive until the times of restitution of all things, which God hath spoken by 
the mouth of all his holy prophets since the world began. 

Joel 2:28-32 And it shall come to pass afterward, that I will pour out my spirit 
upon all flesh; and your sons and your daughters shall prophesy, and your old men 
shall dream dreams, and your young men shall see visions: And also upon the 
servants and upon the handmaids in those days will I pour out my spirit. And I will 
show wonders in the heavens and in the earth, blood, and fire, and p illars of smoke. 
The sun shall be turned into darkness, and the moon into blood, before the great and 
terrible day of the Lord come. And it shall come to pass, that whosoever shall call 
on the name of the Lord shall be delivered: for in mount Zion and in Jerusalem shall 
be deliverance, as the Lord hath said, and in the remnant whom the Lord shall call. 

Jesus Can Not Come Tonight! 

The heavens must retain the Son of God until the complete restoration of all things 
which God has spoken by the mouth of all his holy prophets since the world began. 

Here lies an admonishment to enquire into the prophets, to search the Word of God, 



to pore through the pages of Holy Scripture. 

What do the prophets declare that is to be restored? 

The Missing Link 

And it shall come to pass afterward, that I will pour out my spirit upon all flesh. 
The question must be asked, after what? 

Much is taught from the prophet Joel on repentance and revival. Yet sandwiched 
between these two great truths is something that is completely ignored. Surely the 
answer to the question, after what, is the complete restoration of the Christian 
Church to her former glory. When this magnificent work is complete, the Spirit of 
God will be poured on all flesh. There will be wonders both in earth and heaven. 
There will be blood, fire and pillars of smoke, the sun will be turned into darkness 
and the moon into blood. 

These wonders never occurred on the Day of Pentecost! These are specific signs for 
the end time generation, the one that will see the return of the Lord Jesus Christ. 

Isaiah 40:3-5 The voice of him that crieth in the wilderness, Prepare ye the way of 
the Lord, make straight in the desert a highway for our God. Every valley shall be 
exalted, and every mountain and hill shall be made low: and the crooked shall be 
made straight, and the rough places plain: And the glory of the Lord shall be 
revealed, and all flesh shall see it together: for the mouth of the Lord hath spoken it. 

As surely as God had a voice to prepare a people for the first coming of Christ, so 
also He has a voice today that is preparing a people for the second coming of 
Christ. 

When everything has been completely restored, the glory of the Lord will be 
revealed and all flesh shall see it together. 

The restoration will be total. The restoration will be complete. 

The Inspiration of the Scriptures or the Imminent Coming of Christ 

A choice must be made between the inspiration of the Scriptures and the imminent 
coming of Christ. These views are diametrically opposed. 

The view of the imminent coming of Christ destroys the inspiration of the 
Scriptures and conversely, the view of the imminent coming of Christ annihilates the 



Holy Scriptures. 

Matthew 24:35 Heaven and earth shall pass away, but my words shall not pass 
away. 

Matthew 15:3,6, 9 Why do ye transgress the commandment of God by your 
tradition? Ye have made the word of God of none effect by your tradition. But in 
vain do they worship me, teaching for doctrines the commandments of men. 

Psalm 119:89 Forever. O Lord, thy word is settled in heaven. 

M an is Created in the Image of God 

When God created man, he was created perfect. When God created Lucifer, he was 
created perfect. When God creates anything it is created perfect. This is simply 
because God Himself is perfect and it logically follows that anything created by 
Him must be perfect. It is also mature; it is also fully developed. 

In the magnificent work of redemption, God will fully restore fallen man to his 
former glory. Whatever was lost in Eden by Adam, will be completely restored by 
the Lord Jesus Christ in His redemptive work. 

Ultimate Reconciliation 

This erroneous teaching finds itself in many parts of Canada. It embraces the 
concept that, "all things will be restored, even the devil", and "God is a God of 
mercy and will never consign anyone to such a hideous place as hell". 

The correct Biblical statement is, "God will restore all things ••• that He has spoken 
by the mouth of all his holy prophets since the world began". 

God never spoke that the devil would be saved. 

The insurance against error is to say what God says: to keep silent when He is 
silent: to emphasise where and what He does. 

Oh, how it behooves each Christian believer to set his heart after the things God has 
spoken. 

A More Sure Word of Prophecy 

2 Peter 1:19-21 We have also a more sure word of prophecy; whereunto ye do 
well that ye take heed, as unto a light that shineth in a dark place, until the day 
dawn, and the day star arise in your hearts: Knowing this first, that no prophecy of 



the Scripture is of any private interpretation. For the prophecy came not in old time 
by the will of man: but holy men of God spake as they were moved by the Holy 
Ghost. 

The Glory of the Lord 

In each of the three dwelling places of God on the earth (The Tabernacle of Moses, 
the Temple of Solomon and the Christian Church) God has purposed to reveal His 
glory. 

Exodus 40:34 Then a cloud covered the tent of the congregation, and the glory of 
the Lord filled the tabernacle. 

2 Chronicles 5:13,14 It came even to pass, as the trumpeters and singers were as 
one, to make one sound to heard in praising and thanking the Lord; and when they 
lifted up their voice with the trumpets and cymbals and instruments of music, and 
praised the Lord, saying, For he is good; for his mercy endureth forever: that then 
the house was filled with a cloud, even the house of the Lord; So that the priests 
could not stand to minister by reason of the cloud: for the glory of the Lord had 
filled the house of God. 

Isaiah 60:1, 2 Arise, shine; for thy light is come, and the glory of the Lord has risen 
upon thee. For, behold, the darkness shall cover the earth, and gross darkness the 
people: but the Lord shall arise upon thee, and his glory shall be seen upon thee. 

Revelation 12:1 And there appeared a great wonder in heaven; a woman clothed 
with the sun, and the moon under her feet, and upon her head a crown of twelve 
stars. 

Ephesians 3:19 And to know the love of Christ, which passeth knowledge, that ye 
might be filled with all the fullness of God. 

Think of it! A church filled with the fullness of God the Father, the fullness of God 
the Son and the fullness of God the Holy Ghost. 

Let faith rise in your heart. Believe the Word of God. The Christian Church is the 
greatest of all the dwelling places of God on the earth. The glory of God has yet to 
be revealed in her! 

Zacharias: Father of John the Baptist 

Four hundred years had passed and there had been no Word from God. The Lord 



remained silent. Jehovah chose not to speak. 

Suddenly, the Archangel Gabriel appeared. God spoke! 

Let God speak: 

Luke 1:5-25 There was in the days of Herod, the king of Judea, a certain priest 
named Zacharias, of the course of Abia: and his wife was of the daughters of Aaron, 
and her name was Elizabeth. And they were both righteous before God, walking in 
all the commandments and ordinances of the Lord blameless. And they had no child, 
because that Elizabeth was barren, and they both were now well stricken in years. 
And it came to pass, that while he executed the priest's office before God in the 
order of his course, According to the custom of the priest's office, his lot was to 
bum incense when he went in to the temple of the Lord. And the whole multitude 
of the people were praying without at the time of incense. And there appeared unto 
him an angel of the Lord standing on the right side of the altar of incense. And when 
Zacharias saw him, he was troubled, and fear fell upon him. But the angel said unto 
him, Fear not, Zacharias: for thy prayer is heard; and thy wife Elizabeth shall bear 
thee a son, and thou shalt call his name John. And thou shalt have joy and gladness; 
and many shall rejoice at his birth. For he shall be great in the sight of the Lord, and 
he shall drink neither wine nor strong drink; and he shall be filled with the Holy 
Ghost, even from his mother's womb. And many of the children of Israel shall he 
turn to the Lord their God. And he shall go before him in the spirit and power of 
Elijah, to turn the hearts of the fathers to the children, and the disobedient to the 
wisdom of the just; to make ready a people prepared for the Lord. And Zacharias 
said unto the angel, Whereby shall I know this? for I am an old man and my wife 
well stricken in years. And the angel answering said unto him, I am Gabriel, that 
stand in the presence of God; and am sent to speak unto thee, and to show thee 
these glad tidings. And, behold, thou shalt be dumb, and not able to speak, until the 
day these things shall be performed, because thou believest not my words, which 
shall be fulfilled in their season. And the people waited for Zacharias, and marvelled 
that he tarried so long in the temple. And when he came out, he could not speak 
unto them: and they perceived that he had seen a vision in the temple: for he 
beckoned unto them, and remained speechless. And it came to pass, that, as soon as 
the days of his ministration were accomplished, he departed to his own house. And 
after those days his wife Elizabeth conceived, and hid herself five months, saying, 
Thus hath the Lord dealt with me in the days wherein he looked on me, to take 
away my reproach among men. 



Zacharias was faithfully executing the ministry God had called him to: burning 
incense on the altar of incense. The angel appeared on the right side of the altar. 

The altar of incense speaks of prayer and praise. 

Revelation 8:3-5 And another anggl came and stood at the altar, having a golden 
censer; and there was given unto him much incense, that he should offer it with the 
prayers of all saints upon the golden altar which was before the throne. And the 
smoke of the incense which came with the prayers of the saints, ascended up before 
God out of the angel’s hand. And the anggl took the censer, and filled it fire of the 
altar, and cast it into the earth: and there were voices, and thundering, and 
lightnings, and an earthquake. 

The revelation came to Zacharias that he would bring forth a ministry to prepare a 
people for the first coming of the Lord. 

So, today, as the church ministers to the Lord with praise, prayer and worship, a 
people will be prepared for the second coming of the Lord. 

The divine pattern yet again comes into view. 

Hebrews 8:5 See, saith he, that thou make all things according to the pattern 
showed thee in the mount. 


Let us build according to the pattern!

Revelation 11:3-13 And I will give power unto my two witnesses, and they shall 
prophesy a thousand two hundred and threescore days, clothed in sackcloth. 
These are the two olive trees, and the two candlesticks standing before the God of 
the earth. And if any man will hurt them, fire proceedeth out of their mouth, and 
devoureth their enemies: and if any man will hurt them, he must in this manner be 
killed. These have power to shut the heaven that it rain not in the days of their 
prophecy: and have power over waters to turn them to blood, and to smite the 

earth with all plagues, as often as they will. And when they shall have finished 
their testimony, the beast that ascendeth out of the bottomless pit shall make war 
against them, and shall overcome them, and kill them. And their dead bodies shall 
lie in the street of the great city, which spiritually is called Sodom and Egypt, where 
also our Lord was crucified. And they of the people and kindreds and tongues and 
nations shall see their dead bodies three days and a half, and shall not suffer their 
dead bodies to be put in graves. And they that dwell on the earth shall rejoice over 
them, and make merry, and shall send gifts one to another; because these two 
prophets tormented them that dwelt on the earth. And after three days and a half 
the Spirit of life from God entered into them, and they stood upon their feet; and 
great fear fell upon them which saw them. And they heard a great voice from 
heaven saying unto them, Come up hither. And they ascended up to heaven in a 
cloud; and their enemies beheld them. And the same hour was there a great 
earthquake, and the tenth part of the city fell, and in the earthquake were slain of 
men seven thousand: and the remnant were affrighted and gave glory to the God of 
heaven. 

In the fifth and final application of the Spirit of Elijah, the physical personage of 
Elijah will stand upon the earth. Together with Moses, he will operate as one of 



the two witnesses during the great tribulation period, the last three and a half years 
of time immediately prior to the second coming of the Lord Jesus Christ. 

Definition of Witness 

The English word witness is derived from the Anglo Saxon word, gewita, which 
means a witness, from witan, to perceive, to know. The Old High German word 
gewiznesse, means experience. The Icelandic, vitneskja, means intelligence, notice. 
The current English usage bears the flowing connotations: testimony; knowledge 
or matter adduced in proof; a person who sees or knows anything one present; 
one who gives evidence; one who see the execution of a will, a deed, or suchlike and 
adhibits his name to it to confirm its authenticity. 

The verb means to see or know by personal presence. 

The Greek word martus, is translated in the King James \fersion of the Bible as 
martyr, witness, record. 

The purpose of the coming of the two witnesses is to hew out a people for the 
coming of the Lord. Their ministry will be cantered in Jerusalem and will be 
directed exclusively to the nation of Israel. 

The Jewish people as a nation do not acknowledge the Lord Jesus Christ as their 
Messiah. They do, however, believe the Law and the Prophets. Moses represents 
and heads up the Law: Elijah represents and heads up the Prophets. 

God will use these two prophets to open the eyes of Jewry to see, acknowledge 
and embrace, the Lordship of Jesus Christ. 

Hosea 6:5 Therefore have I hewed them by the prophets... 

Zechariah 12:8-11 In that day shall the Lord defend the inhabitants of Jerusalem; 
and he that is feeble among them at that day shall be as David; and the house of 
David shall be as God, as the angel of the Lord before them. And it shall come to 
pass in that day, that I will seek to destroy all the nations that have come against 
Jerusalem. And I will pour upon the house of David, and upon the inhabitants of 
Jerusalem, the spirit of grace and of supplications: and they shall look upon me 
whom they have pierced, and they shall mourn for him, as one moumeth for his 
only son, and shall be in bitterness for him, as one that is in bitterness for his 
firstborn. In that day there shall be a great mourning in Jerusalem, as the mourning 
of Hadad-rimmon in the valley of Meggidon. 



John 19:37 And again another Scripture saith, They shall look on him whom they 
pierced. 

Romans 11:15-26 For if the casting away of them be the reconciling of the world, 
what shall the receiving of them be, but life from the dead? For if the firstfruit be 
holy, the lump is also holy: and if the root be holy, so are the branches. And if 
some of the branches be broken off, and thou, being a wild olive tree, wast grafted in 
among them, and with them partakest of the root and fatness of the olive tree; Boast 
not against the branches. But if thou boast, thou barest not the root, but the root 
thee. Thou wilt say then, The branches were broken off, that I might be grafted 
in. Well; because of unbelief they were broken off, and thou standest by faith. Be 
not highminded, but fear: For if God spared not the natural branches, take heed lest 
he also spare not thee. Behold therefore the goodness and severity of God: on 
them which fell severity; but toward thee, goodness, if thou continue in his 
goodness: otherwise thou also shalt be cut off. And they also, if they abide not 
still in unbelief, shall be grafted in: for God is able to graft them in again. For if 
thou wast cut out of the olive tree which is wild by nature, and wast grafted 
contrary to nature into a good olive tree: how much more shall these, which be the 
natural branches, be grafted into their own olive tree? For I would not, brethren, 
that ye should be ignorant of this mystery, lest ye should be wise in your own 
conceits; that blindness in part is happened to Israel, until the fullness of the 
Gentiles be come in. And so all Israel shall be saved: as it is written, There shall 
come out of Zion the Deliverer, and shall turn away ungodliness from Jacob. 

For these men to be witnesses of the Lord Jesus Christ, and according to the English 
definition of the verb, to see or know by personal experience, they must of 
necessity have been present at the major events of His life. They must be able to 
declare with complete conviction, “I know, I was there, I saw it happen!” 
Anything short of this excludes a witness from being a witness. 

The number two, in the Bible speaks of witness, while three is the number 
representing perfection of witness. 

1 John 5:7, 8 For there are three that bear record in heaven, the Father, the Word , 
and the Holy Ghost: and these three are one. And there are three that bear 

witness in earth, the spirit, and the water, and the blood: and these three agree in 
one. 

Deuteronomy 17:6 At the mouth of two witnesses, or three witnesses, shall he 
that is worthy of death be put to death; but at the mouth of one witness he shall not 



be put to death. 

Matthew 18:16 But if he will not hear thee, then take with thee one or two more, 
that in the mouth of two or three witnesses every word may be established. 

1 Timothy 5:19 Against an elder receive not an accusation, but before two or three 
witnesses. 

Genesis 1 : 1 In the beginning God created the heaven and the earth. 

The Hebrew word for God used here is Elohiym, the uni-plural God. If God was 
not triune He could never fulfill His own word! 

The three heavenly witnesses are God the Father, God the Son, and God the Holy 
Ghost. 

The three earthly witnesses are Enoch, Moses and Elijah. 

God never leaves Himself without a witness. 

Wise men attended the birth of the baby Jesus; angels ministered to him in the 
Garden of Gethsemane; men in white were seen at the resurrection; angels testified 
that this same Jesus you have seen leaving the earth will return in like manner. 

On the mount of Transfiguration the two men that accompanied the Lord Jesus are 
named. 

Matthew 17:3 And, behold, there appeared unto them Moses and Elijah talking 
with him. 

The Sons of Oil 

Zechariah 4:1-14 And the angel that talked with ma came ag^in, and waked me, 
as a man that is wakened out of his sleep, And said unto me, What seest thou? 
And I said, I have looked, and behold a candlestick all of gold, with a bowl upon the 
top of it, and his seven lamps thereon, and seven pipes to the seven lamps, which 
are upon the top thereof: And two olive trees by it, one upon the right side of the 
bowl, and the other upon the left side thereof. So I answered and spake to the angel 
that talked with me, saying, What are these, my lord? Then the angel that talked 
with me answered and said unto me, Knowest thou what these be? And I said, No, 
my lord. Then he answered and spake unto me, saying, This is the word of the 
Lord unto Zerubbabel, saying, Not by might, nor by power, but by my Spirit saith 
the Lord of hosts. Who art thou, O great mountain? before Zerubbabel thou shalt 



become a plain: and he shall bring forth the headstone thereof with shoutings, 

crying, Grace, grace unto it. Moreover the word of the Lord came unto me, saying, 
The hands of Zerubbabel have laid the foundation of this house; and his hands shall 
also finish it; and thou shalt know that the Lord of hosts hath sent me unto you. 
For who hath despised the day of small things? for they shall rejoice, and see the 
plummet in the hand of Zerubbabel with those seven; they are the eyes of the Lord, 
which run to and fro through the whole earth. Then answered I, What are these 
two olive trees upon the right side of the candlestick and upon the left side 
thereof? And I answered again, and said unto him, What be these two olive 
branches which through the two golden pipes empty the golden oil out of 
themselves? And he answered me and said, Knowest thou not what these be? 
And I said, No, my lord. Then said he, These are the two anointed ones, that stand 
by the Lord of the whole earth. 

The Hebrew text for anointed ones reads sons of oil. These men are sons of the 
Holy Ghost! 

A candlestick in the Bible is a symbol of the church. 

Revelation 1:20 The mystery of the seven stars which thou sawest in my right 
hand, and the seven golden candlesticks. The seven stars are the angels of the seven 
churches: and the seven candlesticks which thou sawest are the seven churches. 

The two olive trees flank the church. They pour what they have into it. They 
support it. The Law and the Prophets give witness to the Church. 

The Great Tribulation 

The two witnesses prophesy for 1,260 days, which is a time, times and half a time, 
42 months, or 3 1/2 years. 

Their enemies are killed by fire which issues from their mouths. Their words. 

Shutting heaven that rain does not fall for 3 1/2 years identifies Elijah. 

James 5:17,18 Elias was a man subject to like passions as we are, and he prayed 
earnestly that it might not rain: and it rained not on the earth by the space of three 
years and six months. And he prayed again, and the heaven gave rain, and the earth 
brought forth her fruit. 

Both men are killed by the beast. 



Their bodies are seen by people all over the world. This is only possible by 
television! 

After 3 1/2 days the Spirit of Life raises them from the dead. 

Their ascension to heaven coincides with the resurrection and ascension of every 
Christian believer at the second coming of the Lord Jesus Christ.

Elijah was a human being with a nature such as we have [with feelings, affections, 
and a constitution like ours]; and he prayed earnestly for it not to rain, and no rain 
fell on the earth for three years and six months. [1 Kings 17:1] And [then] he 
prayed again and the heavens supplied rain and the land produced its crops [as 
usual]. [1 Kings 18:42-45.] 

Our righteousness is of faith. The Christian believer must have his righteousness 
rooted and grounded in the merits of the atonement of the Lord Jesus Christ. Only 
then can he approach the throne of grace with the required boldness. 

Tremendous power is made available through this type of prayer, it is dynamic in 
its working. 

The prayer must be continual.
